There is a trite but true figure of speech to 
the effect that life is a battle. In by far the 
large majority of cases, the lives of individ¬ 
uals are struggles of varying intensity. The 
most of us have to work with

istence and that of our depend¬ 
ents. This work means effort, and success 
follows generally in proportion to the effort 
expended. Success does not come through 
drifting. It is not brought to us, but we have 
to secure it through our own initiative, pa¬ 
tience, and industry. In this struggle, there 
is one trait which will do more than all others 
to carry us through, and that is the possession 


and use of nerve, not in the sense of forward¬ 
ness or presumption, but in that of grit and 
courage. No one can give us nerve. We can 
not acquire it from books. It is not inher¬ 
ited, but it is a quality that the individual must 
find within himself and develop. Discourage¬ 
ment and reverses in greater or less degree 
come to us all. Others will not pull us through, 
for they generally have enough to do to look 
out for themselves in the conditions of their 
own environment without assuming additional 
troubles. Our stock of grit is increased by 
the circumstances that we overcome and the 
obstacles that we surmount just as is the 
muscle of the athlete developed by constant 
exercise. 

To secure and maintain a place in the world, 
which should be the ambition of all, means 
that one must follow lines similar to that of a 
military campaign. Plans must be prepared, 
resources, either mental or material, must be 
acquired, contingencies must be foreseen and 
provided against. Competition is keen and it 
is to be remembered that for every prize there 
must be paid a price. You may have ability, 
character, health, and ambition, but these quali¬ 
ties do not of themselves insure desired results. 
They must be fortified by courage and determi¬ 
nation. We may know what we want and we 
may have the qualifications which might be 
otherwise able to attain our ambition, but the 
desired end will never be reached if we yield 
to retarding influences or discouragement. In 
these circumstances, the backbone is more ef¬ 
fective than the wishbone.

names, and when it is understood that the 
entire number of male employees of this Com¬ 
pany at the beginning of the war was but 
slightly in excess of 5000, the contribution 
made by it can be appreciated. It may be well 
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called a “Roll of Honor.” These men have 
given up their homes, relatives, associations, 
and ambitions, temporarily at least, with no 
hope of reward or remuneration except such 
as may be found in the service of their coun¬ 
try. They should be particularly enshrined in 
our affections. They are our own associates, 
drawn from our family. Let us support them 
in every way possible. They are doing the 
great part; let us do our minor part in the 
whole-souled support of our government, 
which, in turn, will be reflected in their com¬ 
fort and safety. 



It is announced that American troops on the 
Western front are taking care of positions be¬ 
tween British and French detachments; this, 
that they may at once acquire the benefit of 
the experience of those who 
have fought through the previ- 
ous trying months. I his is the 
spirit of the war. We are fighting together. 
The cause of the Allies is as much ours as 
theirs. There are none now to dispute this 
fact. It is not England’s war or the war of 
France, and the Western trenches are now the 
protection of our country. Our fate is linked 
with that of our Allies. Defeat may mean a 
staggering blow to American prosperity if not 
to our very existence. 

The fighter can do nothing but fight, but he 
has to be fed, clothed, armed, and taken care 
of in many other ways. To see that he is thus 
provided for is our duty, and the demand is 
so tremendous that it needs the co-operation 
of every man, woman, and child. Our dollars 
are small contributions in comparison with the 
risks and discomforts of those who are stand¬ 
ing between us and danger. The instructions 
and suggestions given us by those in authority 
who have the broad viewpoint and knowledge 
of the whole situation to conduct ourselves in 
certain ways such as to limit our consumption 
of food and materials should be followed in 
every particular. They are based on experi¬ 
ence and a realization of necessities. Your dol¬ 
lars mean comforts, supplies, and munitions for 
those who are making every sacrifice for your 
safety. The actual trenches are in a certain 
geographical location, but those trenches must 


be held through the efforts and unselfishness 
of every individual in the country. 

It is related that when an English Tommy 
was asked how long he thought his army could 
hold out, he replied: “We can hold out as 
long as the folks at home hold out.” Our 
safety and that of our children can only be 
secured by individual sacrifice. The men in 
the trenches today are fighting for you. Fight 
for them at home. 


American Red Cross Drive 

Another Red Cross drive is in progress and 
it is to be hoped that $100,000,000 will be raised 
for the American organization. To date ap¬ 
proximately $87,000,000 has been appropriated 
for war relief work. When the first $100,000.- 
000 war fund was raised, less than 1,000,000 
Americans were active members of the Red 
Cross. Today nearly 22,000,000 are enlisted 
in the Red Cross army that carries aid and 
comfort to the sick and wounded and their 
dependents in the allied countries. 

Let us all give what we can, no matter how 
much or how little it may be. The work is 
necessary and is conducted under the most 
careful and economic administration. Our sac¬ 
rifice is almost nothing compared to the suf¬ 
fering of those who are fighting for us. Tin- 
least we can do is to give them aid and com¬ 
fort in these terrible hours of trial. 

General Pershing says: “No organization 
since the world began has done such a great 
constructive work with the efficiency, quickness, 
and understanding with which the Red Cross 
has accomplished its work in France in the last 
six months.” 


Third Liberty Loan 

U. N. Bethell, vice president of the Ameri¬ 
can Telephone and Telegraph Company, has 
issued a statement that final reports tabulated 
in connection with the Third Liberty Loan 
show that 119,402 employees of the Bell Sys¬ 
tem subscribed for $8,600,050 in Third Liberty 
Loan bonds, the average subscription being 
$68. These figures include only subscriptions 
on the instalment payment plans of the dif¬ 
ferent companies, no account being taken of 
subscriptions made by employees through banks 
or other channels. 

In our own territory approximately 8900 
employees took over $561,000 worth of bonds.

Fellows and Associates in the Bell Service: 

You see service flags flying in front of the 
cottage and the mansion, the office building 
and the factory. The Bell System has one, of 
which we are proud. 

On our service flag there are over 7000 
stars, and soon there will be 8000. 

Do you realize what each of these stars indi¬ 
cates ? Each star says that some one man 
has subordinated his position, his immediate 
opportunities, for the time being his prospects 
in life, and certainly the best years of his life ; 
that each man has sacrificed the luxury and 
comfort of home and home surroundings to 
take up the burden of privation, self denial, dis¬ 
comfort, misery, and danger, and the risk of 
life. 

That man is doing a duty and making a 
sacrifice that belongs as much to you as to 
him. He is making this sacrifice that you may 
be secure in the enjoyment of your position, 
your opportunities, your prospects, and that 
you may continue to enjoy the comforts and 
luxuries of home surroundings. It is not 
merely a privilege, it is your duty, your obli¬ 
gation, to do something that will help to 
smooth out the conditions under which he is 
doing this service. 

The government can clothe him and supply 
him with material needs, so far as is possible 
under the conditions, can give him routine at¬ 
tention and care when sick and wounded, but 
the government can not give him those little 
delicate attentions which go so far to comfort 
one when suffering from deprivation, sickness, 
or disability. The government can not bring 
home and home comforts to him. For that, 
the Red Cross has been constituted as a foster 
mother of every soldier. To do this work it 
needs not only thousands of brave and faith¬ 
ful men and women who at every sacrifice 
are devoting themselves to this work, but it 
means also money to pay the bills and supply 
the needs. If you should devote half of every¬ 
thing you have, you would not be making a 
sacrifice in any way comparable to the soldier’s. 
In fact, you are really not called on for any 
sacrifice—possibly only a bit of self denial in 
contributing to that foster mother for the bene¬ 
fit of your brothers at the front, a bit of your 
earnings. 

There are silver stars, there will be more, 
in the border of that service flag. You know 
what it means to family and friends to have a 
dear one cut off in the prime of life. 

The ministrations of the Red Cross will 


lessen the number of silver stars, and will make 
the last days of those who must go happier and 
more comfortable. 

You of the Bell System have responded won¬ 
derfully to the membership drive and have 
come to the aid of your brothers in service. 
It is not gratitude or sacrifice. We want you 
to share liberally as with a brother, and tie 
this great noble work closely to the Bell 
System. 

Those who are responsible for the work of 
the Red Cross have repeatedly and voluntarily 
expressed their recognition and appreciation of 
the aid given and the work done for the Red 
Cross by the personnel, operative and execu¬ 
tive, of the Bell System.

American Operators in France 


Already many of the young ladies who have 
qualified for positions as operators in France 
are behind the lines and performing their du¬ 
ties as a part of the war machine. Captain 
Wesson, signal corps officer, in charge of the 
telephone unit, now a part of the United States 
Army, is authority for the statement that ap¬ 
plications received for foreign positions to date 
number about 7500. Two hundred and fifty 
have been selected, of whom 100 have been 
sent abroad and 150 are now awaiting orders 
in this country. The operators are stationed 
in groups of ten in American bases of sup¬ 
plies and points of embarkation, according to 
Captain Wesson. They will not be nearer 
than twenty-three miles from the front. New 
York sent the greatest number of telephone 
operators, with California and Massachusetts 
tied for second place. 

Their uniforms are of dark blue serge with 
the letters “U. S.” on the collar. Rank is indi¬ 
cated by a device embroidered on a white bras¬ 


sard on the left arm, worn in accordance with 
the requirements of international law, as the op¬ 
erators are non-combatants. On the brassard 
worn by a junior operator is a black telephone 
transmitter. The brassard of a supervisor has 
a laurel wreath below the transmitter, and the 
brassard of a chief operator has the two sym¬ 
bols mentioned surmounted by “worked light¬ 
ning” embroidered in yellow. On this page we 
show the photograph of the second group of 
telephone operators who completed their pre¬ 
liminary training in San Francisco and left 
for France on March 26. 


Manager Bezdecheck, in charge of our op¬ 
erations in the Imperial Valley, recently re¬ 
ceived an order from the military authorities 
to cease giving telephonic communication be¬ 
tween the United States and Lower California 
points. This was done to remove the opportu¬ 
nity for German spies to communicate with 
colleagues in this country.

From the Boys in Khaki 


The following letters from former employees 
of the Company now in the military service will 
be of undoubted interest to our readers: 
Headquarters 

Four Hundred and Eleventh Telegraph 
Battalion. 

A. E. F., Via New York, March 25, 1918. 
Editor Pacific Telephone Magazine, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Cal, U. S. A.: 

Dear Sir —We left the United States on the 


.day of., 191.., headed in the gen¬ 
eral direction of., and arrived at . 


on the . day of ., 19.., with all of 

us alive and kicking. I say kicking because 
the one outstanding prerogative of a soldier is 
to kick. If you have hash for dinner you kick 
because you were not served the time-honored 
bean. If you have beans, hash was the only 
thing you could eat, and consequently you are 
“off” the mess sergeant for life. The usually 
good-natured telephone man, after he has 
flaunted his limbs, encased in canvas, to the 
breeze and to the chilling gave of the passer¬ 
by becomes as critical and hard to satisfy as 
a district superintendent. However, I was 
going to tell you about France. The censor 
will probably let me tell you that the French 
people are more than kind to us, even the 
children running out to meet us—when they 
think we have chewing gum. The French 
youngster’s idea of an American soldier seems 
to be something like this: 

Ten parts hat, fifteen parts pants, seventy- 
five parts gum. 

The country where we are is beautiful and 
very much more satisfactory than the language. 
Everything seems rather topsy-turvy; if you 
want to purchase a box of matches you of 
course go to a bakery. Bread, naturally, is 
dispensed at the nearest laundry, and so on. 
Personally I have long since given up the 
hope of ever getting used to the money here. 
They have a very simple system, but custom 
demands that shop keepers tell you the cost of 
your purchase in Sanskrit or old Chinese, or in 
any language that the average soldier does not 
speak with any degree of fluency. Consequently 
purchasing is not an unalloyed delight, though 
one must buy ham and eggs and other culinary 
delights peculiar to Americans occasionally. I 
know somebody expects me to tell something 
about where we are in France and just what 
we are doing. Nothing would give me greater 
pleasure except that rules are rules and it can’t 
be done. You will have to stick to the Satur¬ 
day Evening Post for your military misinfor¬ 
mation. 

The battalion is in good health generally, 
though some of the fellows insist on having 
mumps every once in a while and the surgeon 
apparently does not have the heart to put a 
stop to such an innocent form of amusement, 
and then the hospital mess is famous. Inci¬ 
dentally, we dropped a number of men from up 
North in New Jeresy while we were en route 
because of a case of measles which necessi¬ 
tated a quarantine. They have not caught up 
with us yet, though we expect them any day. 


Everybody here wants to be remembered to 
everybody at home, and I might add that we 
are ready to receive letters at any time. Our 
address is A. E. F., via New York.

Major Fullerton was recently in receipt of 
the following communication: 

Headquarters Camp Samuel F. B. Morse, 
Leon Springs, Texas, 
April 26, 1918. 

My Dear Major Fullerton : I have in¬ 
tended many times since last October to write 
you and thank you for your courtesy in helping 
me secure my commission, and I can only 
plead the old, old, time-worn excuse of “too 
busy to write.” Since leaving Monterey for 
Leavenworth I have completed my own train¬ 
ing there, and then came here as an instructor 
in the training camp which we have just fin¬ 
ished here. 

Since February I have been the adjutant of 
the camp here, and what with a garrison of 
two battalions of signal troops and a school 
which consisted of about 400 men I have been 
as busy as can be. Our school, however, was 
finished on the 19th and we graduated and com¬ 
missioned 280 students as second lieutenants, 
Signal Reserve Corps. Among them is some 
very fine material. You will be delighted to 
know that there were eight boys from The 
Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Battalion who 
came here to take the course and that this was 
one of the few detachments which completed the 
course without losing a member. You will see 
this is quite some record, when I tell you the 
“benzine” or elimination board found almost 
31 per cent of our total number of students. 
The boys who successfully completed from the 
Four Hundred and Eleventh were: W. F. 
Huff, who finished eleventh in the battalion, 
and who was sent to Camp Devens, Mass.; 
M. M. Rutledge, who finished No. 38 and was 
sent to Fort Leavenworth; D. W. Evans, who 
finished eighty-second and who was sent to 
Camp Travis; J. A. Stockman, who stood 
eighty-seventh and was sent to Fort Leaven¬ 
worth ; J. A. Dolan, who finished one hundred 
and ninth and was sent to Fort Sam Houston; 
Bert B. Smith, who finished one hundred and 
fifty-sixth; Harold Pierce, who finished one 
hundred and seventy-sixth, and A. A. Porter, 
who finished two hundred and twenty-ninth, 
these last three being sent to Camp Alfred Vail. 
In addition to the above, L. E. Gottfried, who 
transferred from the Four Hundred and 
Eleventh to the Eighth Field Battalion, in 
order that he might get his chance to come to 
the school, finished No. 12 and was sent to a 
telegraph battalion at Camp Dodge, Iowa. 
The Company, yourself, and Major Griswold 
have every reason to be extremely proud of 
the boys of the Company who finished this 
school here, and I can assure you that the 
commanding officer and the senior instructor, 
both of whom are regular army officers, with 
much signal corps experience, are very proud 
of the class which has just graduated.

Western Electric’s Gross Business 
Declining 

A Boston dispatch reports that Western 
Electric gross business in 1918 will run behind 
the wonderful showing achieved in 1917, owing 
to the curtailment of the demand for new 
apparatus by the Bell System, it being stated 
that the gross business during the current year 
has been about 13}4 per cent less than that for 
the same period of last year. The dispatch 
further states that the effect of this decrease 
in gross will not be so marked in the item of 
annual net earnings, as the Western Electric’s 
business with the Bell System yields only a 
very small manufacturing profit.

I would appreciate it very much if you would 
have Mr. Carroll’s office send me a copy of the 
Magazine monthly, as I want very much to 
keep in touch with the affairs of the Company, 
for whom I hope to work again some day.

First Lieutenant Signal Reserve Corps Adju¬ 
tant. 

The following was received by Peter Jensen, 
plant department, San Jose, from his son, Oli¬ 
ver Jensen, first lieutenant of engineers in 
France, and formerly manager of the Los Gatos 
Telephone Company. It gives the first news of 
the manner in which Henry A. AlcNamara, for 
many years a collector at Martinez, and at the 
time of his entering military service our man¬ 
ager at Hollister, met his death. It also shows 
the sympathetic manner of the French people 
as expressed towards our American dead: 

Dad: I had a rather sad experience which I 
will relate: 

I was officer of the day on Alarch 31, going 
on duty at 5 p. m. on that date, Easter, and 
being relieved the next day, April 1, 1918. On 
April 1 a man was reported lying dead, so I 
immediately hurried to the spot; it was at 
7 a. m. The man had become lost in the even¬ 
ing on returning from a stroll and had stepped 
off the edge of a deep moat. You remember 
the moats they have around the castles over 
here. He had fallen face down upon a road 
twenty feet below. 

I turned him over and opened his shirt and 
took the identification tag off the tape around 
his neck, and imagine my feelings when I read 
“Henry A. McNamara” on the tag. I had not 
seen him since he called on me at American 
Lake with your card of introduction. 

Tell his people that he is buried in a beau¬ 
tiful spot set aside for Americans only; also 
tell them that on the Sunday after his burial 
three sweet little French girls who did not

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Imperial Valley 


Effective March 1, 1918, the Railroad Com¬ 
mission of the State of California in supple¬ 
mental order No. 5132 authorized The Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company to take 
over the property of the Imperial Telephone 
Company operating throughout the Imperial 
Valley. Imperial Valley thereupon became a 
part of the territory served by The Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

Many articles have been written descriptive 
of the wonderful transformation of the Colo¬ 
rado Desert into one of the most productive 
agricultural districts in the world and the re¬ 
sults accomplished by “men-unafraid” under 
most adverse circumstances, conditions, and 
reverses. 

Geographically, Imperial Valley, at its low¬ 
est point 200 feet below sea level, is located 
in the extreme southeast corner of California, 
bordering on Mexico, and situated on the 
northern slope of an immense dike built by 
the Colorado River in ages past as it hewed 
its Grand Canyon and emptied its silt-laden 
waters into the Gulf of California. As the 
muddy waters of the river flowed into the 
gulf it extended its delta entirely across, and 
after depositing layer after layer of alluvial 
silt, turned its course southward, leaving the 
detached end to itself to be evaporated, un¬ 
covering one side of this huge dike of fertile 
soil which is now under cultivation and dotted 
by numerous thriving cities and hamlets. 

In addition to accomplishing this wonder, 
the river deposited its silt so smoothly and by 
gravity action so regularly that the slope of 
this land has an ideal contour for irrigating 
purposes. It also stood ready, carrying an 
abundance of water around the high rim of 
this basin, for the genius of man to utilize in 
the transformation of this apparent desert 
into one of the largest and best irrigated sec¬ 
tions known. 

Prior to 1895 few men ever crossed this then 
dangerous, waterless desert waste, but about 
that time Charles R. Rockwood, an engineer, 
seeing the possibilities, shouldered the hercu¬ 
lean task of securing enough capital to realize 
his vision—herculean because it was a big 
undertaking as few could see this as Mr. Rock- 
wood did. Capital was exceedingly skeptical, 
especially since government experts had re¬ 
ported the country and soil worthless. 

Finally Mr. Rockwood secured enough back¬ 
ing to begin work and tapped the Colorado’s 
western bank, building wooden gates which 


admitted the water to flow by gravity through 
his canals and irrigate the soil of the desert. 
This, in 1900, was the birth of Imperial Valley. 

With the irrigating system there came the 
necessity of proper distribution and control of 
the water. This naturally called for the tele¬ 
phone. W. F. Holt, then a banker, became 
interested in the project, and with others 
founded the town of Imperial, where, among 
other enterprises, he established a telephone 
“central,” building lines to the principal points 
of water diversion and to Calexico, where Mr. 
Rockwood’s offices and camps were located.

this being the high point on the American 
side of the boundary. The demands for ser¬ 
vice at once became so great that Mr. Holt 
organized the Imperial Telephone Company 
and started this organization in the commer¬ 
cial field. 

During the next five years much progress 
was made. The productiveness of the soil, the 
climatic conditions, and the ease of irrigating 
this vast expanse of land left thus by nature, 
began to be realized by others than the far¬ 
sighted pioneers, causing rapid development. 
Mr. Holt’s enterprises were called upon to 
meet the great demands so rapidly that he was 
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unable to care for them all properly. He dis¬ 
posed of his telephone interests to other par¬ 
ties, which placed the Imperial Telephone Com¬ 
pany under the control of the Consolidated 
Telephone, Telegraph and Electric Company of 
Arizona, with F. A. Yeakle as manager. 

In 1906 an unexpected flood of the Colorado 
River washed Mr. Rockwood’s wooden gates 
away and the entire river changed its course 
from the Gulf of California. Through the 
new opening thus caused it went rushing over 
Imperial Valley, down its slope to the northern 
end, forming what is now known as the Salton 
Sea. This onrush of water finally confined 
itself to two channels through the valley, now 
called the Alamo and New rivers, and used 
as waste ways for surplus water. Of course 
Mr. Rockwood’s company was unable finan¬ 
cially to check this flood, and the Southern 
Pacific Company was called upon to perform 
the task. This was accomplished after sev¬ 
eral months of strenuous work, costing prop¬ 
erty, life, and over $1,000,000. This incident 
retarded growth and development very much, 
as people were generally still unconvinced that 
the project would prove successful. 

The telephone company suffered its depres¬ 
sion with the other enterprises, but made some 
progress. In 1908 it had switchboards at Im¬ 
perial, Brawley, and Holtville, the last two 
handled by agents. The City of El Centro was 
founded a year earlier, but service was sup¬ 
plied by rural lines out of Imperial until late 
in that year, when it grew large enough to 
demand a twenty-five line, home-made switch¬ 
board, which was installed. Mr. Yeakle re¬ 
signed as manager and J. F. Bezdecheck suc¬ 
ceeded him in July, 1908, having two linemen 
and two operators at Imperial, one at Braw¬ 
ley, an agent at Holtville and El Centro, serv¬ 
ing 187 stations. 

After this time Imperial Valley made a 
gradual and substantial growth. By experi¬ 
menting it was found that almost any product 
of agriculture could be raised, and rapid strides 
were again made until the opening of the 
European War, which caused a depression. 

In 1912 the Consolidated company sold the 
Imperial Telephone Company to the Mountain 
States Telephone and Telegraph Company. 
The real era of substantial telephone service, 
however, began early in 1913, when the Moun¬ 
tain States Telephone Company placed the 
operation of the Imperial company under the 
direct supervision of The Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. Over $70,000 was 
expended for improvements immediately, al¬ 
most the entire plant being rebuilt and the 


equipment brought down to date and placed 
ahead of the general development of the 'val¬ 
ley. Today we are operating over 2000 stations 
and have about eighty employees, with ex¬ 
changes in the incorporated cities of Brawley, 
Calexico, El Centro, Holtville, and Imperial, 
as well as Calipatria and Seeley. 

In agricultural and kindred products the 
valley has gone forward with giant strides. 
The scope of this article will not allow an 
extended description, but they can be judged 
by the following condensed information: 

In the manufacture of dairy products Impe¬ 
rial County stands second in the state, produc¬ 
ing over 7,000,000 pounds of butter yearly, 
while 1100 cars of cattle, 750 cars of hogs, 
and 800 cars of sheep were shipped in 1917. 

Over 5000 cars of melons were forwarded in 
the two month season of last year. "Imperial 
Valley turkey” is a family word throughout 
the Pacific Coast. Cotton alone promises a 
great future for the valley. In 1917 65,000 bales 
of approximately 500 pounds each were raised, 
bringing from 30 cents a pound to 80 cents for 
the famed Pima-Egyptian variety. Govern¬ 
ment reports show that Imperial cotton pro¬ 
duces more lint to the acre, of a better average 
grade, than any county in the United States. 

Climatically the valley is in a class by itself. 
From October to June the weather is une¬ 
qualled. The summer is hot, the average 
daily temperature being around 102 degrees. 
The extreme dryness, however, offsets the heat, 
prostrations being rare. Mountains are close 
at hand, being within two hours by the new 
State Highway. 

The valley has just struck its stride. From 
a desert waste, dangerous to man, it has within 
a few years developed into a section populated 
by men and women, building a future for them¬ 
selves and adding millions to the resources of 
our great state. 

And lastly, Imperial went over the top in the 
Liberty Loan drive. C. F. Mason. 


A recent news item of interest to telephone 
employees is the notice that Charles H. Gaunt, 
general manager of the western division of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, has re¬ 
signed.

even know him by sight, covered his grave 
with beautiful roses, and the French govern¬ 
ment placed a beautiful bouquet with a wide 
silken ribbon bearing words of homage. Such 
are the hearts of the French. 

Each morning as I pass the spot where Mc¬ 
Namara rests I think how far away he is from 
those who love him so, but yet this little slope, 
sheltered by the gnarled limbs of trees from 
the days of knights, is, oh, so peaceful, and if 
they could see the little river winding back 
just down below his grave they would be glad. 

When one falls upon the held of battle, out 
in that sea of mud, the little crosses stand out, 
alone—save for others just like them. No 
spreading boughs of ancient trees to weep each 
morning with the dew; no little hearts so full 
and kind to place garlands o’er one’s head. In¬ 
stead, perhaps, a screaming shell, like as not, 
will dig you out. So, being a philosopher and 
an optimist as well, I can not help but feel 
that even though he lies there dead, he’s better 
off than many. Did I weep? I know you will 
ask. No, one’s heart almost turns to stone 
when day after day one sees brother men take 
the little journey ‘‘west.” 

When I was at the front, just a month ago 
today, they dubbed my little band of men the 
“suicide squad.” Each night when darkness 
fell we sallied forth to do our little stunt in 
"No Man’s Land.” Our job was to repair the 
wire entanglements and put up new ones. 

Imagine how you would feel standing be¬ 
tween your own lines and the enemy’s trench 
when a star shell goes up. It’s all very simple ; 
you stand still and hope that the “Boche” will 
take you for a post or something else less ani- 
make. When the light goes out, you "carry 
on.” No matter what position you are in when 
the shell goes up you stand transfixed, not 
even flinching a muscle. 

I have worked within 150 yards of the enemy 
trenches. The first night out my hair stood on 
end as I led the men out over the top. Luckily 
it was a quiet night for my initiation and noth¬ 
ing worse than a few shots from a German 
sniper worried us much. 

After a few nights we thought no more of 
going out to do our night’s work than you do 
of your day’s work. 

I am sure an unseen power guides our desti¬ 
nies, because on one particular occasion we 
were going to work until 4 a. m. “out there.” 
Somehow or other, I decided to knock off 
work at 2:30 a. m. At 4 a. m. the Germans 
pulled off a raid on us, and had we been on 
the job we would have been caught between 
our own fire and that of the enemy. 

Such is life. The most uncanny thing of 
all is the rat-tat-tat of the machine guns. They 
just mow like a mowing machine. A shell 
only hits one spot at a time, but a machine 
gun sweeps like a broom and the only way to 
escape is to jump into a shell hole if one can 
get there quick enough. 

I am not so close to the first line now, how¬ 
ever, and am resting up. My work here is very 
pleasant. I have a dandy room with an open 


fireplace in a building which was built about 
1820. Some old building, eh? 

We are to have service stripes on our sleeves 
for six months in the zone of the advance, “one 
stripe for each six months.” I will soon get 
mine. 

I speak enough French to make myself un¬ 
derstood and get along quite well. I could 
take you to a French restaurant and intelli¬ 
gently order you a good dinner now, and I will 
when I get back. Love to all. Your loving- 
son, Oliver.

Deaths in Military Service 

We regret to chronicle the deaths of two of 
our former employees since they were trans¬ 
ferred to military service.

An important step in the advancement 
of San Francisco was recently marked by 
the completion of what is known as the 
Twin Peaks Tunnel, which connects the 
business section of the city with new resi¬ 
dence districts. The tunnel, 12,000 feet in 
length, cost approximately $4,250,000. It 
has no curves, and its steepest grade is 
but 3 per cent. Extending through the 
entire tunnel are conduits for necessary 
telephone, light, and signal wires.

Six minutes are required for 
passage through the tunnel.
